veritally esteemed the altar and pulpit of sor. 
cerers; the spring of clear water was believed 
to be, what it was cailed, the magic fountain;

After ga- 
zing on the Emperor's state chair, preserved in

(but more from cowardice than Christianity) to 
prevent the ble appearance of any member 
of the wheb and wizard club. Nevertheless, 
the half-uttered wish was only driven from the 
lip to the heart, if it were but possible, without 
sin and scathe, to obtain supernatural aid: for, 
without it, emall chance did there appear of bis 
becoming other than Eite the boor.

Thus, M. de 
Polignac is master of the Ministry; the old one 
no longer existe, and the new president is pe 
od with the formation of another, either out of a 
part of the elements of the Jate cabinet or with 
entirely new materials, A great responsibility 
devolves upon him. At thin decisive moment, 
itis more than ever important that the minis- 
ter in whom the king appears to repose confi- 
dence, should hear the severe language of truth. 
M. de Polignac committed an pagers fault, 
on taking charge of affairs. With an unpopular 
name, labouring under the weight of previous 
misfortunes, this minister, whom a long residence 
in England ought to have taught respect for 
public opinion, has not learned ite power. He 
has given to France a ministry against which 
the cry of public reprobation has been raised.— 
‘The country never experienced deeper humilia- 
tion, 

**The party of thec egation and of M. de 

Villele is mot extinct. rn for intrigue, he 
knows how to exaggerate his strength and de- 
ceive others as to hisresources. M. Ravez caus- 
ed it to be believed that the fallen ministers 
had a majority in the chamber, and M. de Po- 
lignac has been enabled to convince himeelf of 
the falséhood of the assertion. Now, thie party 
wishes to prove that it might have a majority in 
the electorial colleges.

The young son of M. de Stael, sole heir of 
that name, died recently at Paris. Also, Rear 
Admiral Pardin de St. Hippolyte, at Montpe- 
her. 

The Osages who have been visiting various 
parts of England and France, sailed from Ha- 
vre on the 12th inst. to return to the United 
States. 

M. Vauquelin, Deputy for the department of 
Calvados, Member of the Inatitute, Professor at 
the Garden of Plants, and one of the most dis- 
tinguished chemists of France, died a few days 
ago, at the age of 67 years. Thus the four 
most celebrated chemisis in Europe, namely Dr. 
Wollaston, Sir Humphry Davy, M. Proust, and 
M. Vauqvuelin, have, withm less than a year, 
been consigned to the tomb. Engiand has now 
the honour of possessing, in the name of Mi- 
chael Farrady, the first chemist of the age. 


The French Academy, on the 5th November, 
elected M. de la Martine, the celebrated poet, 
to fill the chair, vacant by the death of Count 
Daru, author of the elaborate history of Venice 
The list of candidates for thie honor amounted 
at first to six or seven, (including the names of 
M. Salvandy, Count de Bassano, and M. Poger- 
ville,) but the contest lay at last between Gene- 
ral de Segur, author of the history of the Rus- 
sian campaign, and M. de la Martine. The 
number of Acedemicians who voted on this oc- 
casion was 33, of whom 19 declared for the 
poet, and 14 for the General. The Academy 
could not have made a beiter choice, as in con- 
ferring an honor on M. de la Martine, it has 
conferred a greater honor on itself. The Medi- 
tations peetiques, and some of the more recent 
poems of the new Acedemician, are known over 
all Europe. 


Tovton, Oct. 24.—The American Brig Ann, 
Barry, which sailed from Marseilles, 19th, went 
ashore on the evening of 20th, on the coast of 
Frontaguan, near the port of Cette. 

{The Ann was bound to Cotte, to load for 
South America. She belonged to Danvers and 
was imeured in Boston for 88000. } 

The owners of the Ann, have received a let- 
ter from Capt. Barry, from which we extract 
the following: 

“Cerre, Uct. 21.—At half past 9 o'clock, P. 
M. being within half cable's length of the en- 
trance to the port, the brig, (with a pilot on 
board who took the wrong passage) struck upon 
the rocks; the wind at the same timo blowing 
very fresh, and the sea running high; and in 30 
hours went to pieces. 

Tha crew escaped to the shore by means of 
ropes. All that was on board the vessel at the 
tune of the disaster was provisions, and other 
necessaries to perform a voyage to Rio. The 
only articles saved were rigging, sails, anchors, 
and one new hemp cable.

According te the 
hasty examination made of it, it seems impossible 
that this code can for a long time rn the 
commerce of Spain, as a great part of the obli- 
gations it perecribes are innovations, to which 
nothing bat habit could reconcile a nation ac- 
customed to a free independent and unfettered 
trade. It is also remarked, that all violations 
of this code are to be punished by fines; and as 
our judges are strongly in favor of sentences 
which touch the purses of the parties, there is 
no doubt that the interpretation of this code will 
prove a resource to them which they would be 
slow to relinquish.

Constantinorce, Oct 16th.—Since my last 
more than 200 vessels of different nations have 
entered our port; among others 18 Russian vee- 
sels from the Mediterranean, most of which have 
sailed again for the Black Sea. They had passed 
the Dardanelles under the Dutch flag. ‘The 
Porte, however, in‘ormed them that, although 
the ratifications had not been exchanged, they 
might hoist the Russian flag, and rest assured of 
the prompt execution of the firmans relating to 
the remainder of the voyage. 

October 25th.--Accounts from the frontiers 
of Russia represent Count Nesseliode as much 
occupied with the foreign ambassadors, an exect 
report of all being made to his majesty. The 
subject is said to be the friendly representations 
offered by the English and French courts in fa- 
vor of the Porte, and it is thought they will not 
be fruitless in reducing the sum for the expenses 
of the war, and the military occupation of the 
Turkish territory. They also wish to effect a 
change in what has been with regard to the prin- 
cipalities. In every thing, it is thought, Russia 
will exhibit her ration. 

It was thought that the Russians would occu- 
op. principalities and Trebisond, te guaranty 
the payment of the Turkish debt. The fate of 
Greece, which is now deciding in the conferen- 
ces of London, is also debated at Petersburgh; 
and there is reason to believe that that nation 
will speedily celebrate their regeneration, and 
that the new state will have frontiers proper to 
secure its independence and prosperity, for the 
Emperor and all his family earnestly interest 
themselves in their behalf. 

Saromica, Oct. 15.—** The whole of Mace- 
donia, comprised between the Maritza and the 
Vardar, is xt this moment in open rebellion.— 
The Albanians, joined to the Mountain brigands, 
make frequent incursions as far even as the Rus- 
sian centonments, where they meseacre al! that 
fall into their hands. They recently put to 
deeth the whole of the men in the cantonments 
of Ouzoun Djova and Hermenili, large villages 
enclosed in the Sandjiack of Tchermen; ‘the 
number of men in these cantonments was nut 
fewer than 600. Other massacres have been 
committed in the environs of Feret, and as the 
Russians have evacuated Enos, the country will 
be exposed to the most horrible anarchy and ex- 
cesses.’’ 

Don Miaur..— The Journal des Debats says, 
—**The Ministerial Journals announce with an 
official yoy that the Government of the United 
Siates has received Don Miguel’s Envoy. The 
Government of the United States recognises all 
the sovereiguties de facto, as soon as the local 
resistance that strove against their establishment 
has ceased. In questions of legitimacy it never 
interferes. This is a singular precedent to be 
invoked by men who pretend to be the cham- 
pions of legitimacy, and who have not feared in 
the question of Portugal to violate all the prin- 
ciples thereof outrageously-"’ 

Bevarape, Oct. 29.—**We learn by letters 
from Adrianople, that Gen. Diebitsch has given 
orders to Gen. Krassowsk, to hold himself in 
readiness to attack the Pacha of Scutari, in the 
event of his refusing to lay down his arms, in 
pursuance of the Sultan’s command. The Pacha 
has been made acquainted with this determina- 
tion, and hence has sen: away the greater part 
of his troops to Sophia, whilet he remains with 
only a few thousand men at Philippopolis, for 
the purpose of proceeding to Adrianople, when 
that city shall have been evacuated by the Rus- 
sians. As soon as the inhabitants of Adrianople 
learned that their city was to be occupied by 
the Pacha of Scutari, they sent a deputation to 
Gea. Diebitch, to implore him to prevent the 
entrance of the Pacha, so greatly ishe dreaded 
on account of his cruelty. 

The Nuremburg Gazette contains the follow- 
ing extract of a leiter from the frontiers of Ser- 
via:—** Whilst some accounts state that the 
Pacha of Scutari has sent away his troops, we 
are assured on good authority, that his army 
consists of 40,000 men; that he is making large 
requisitions of provisions and forage; that he re- 
ceives daily reinforcements, particularly from 
Bothnia, and that every thing eeems to indicate 
that he intends to pass the winter at Philippopo- 
le.— The rumours afloat as to the motives of his 
conduct aro extremely contradictory. On the 
one hand it is said, that he acts in consequence 
of ordere given by the Porte; and on the other, 
that he had determined to make war upon the 
Porte iteelf, and that he is only waiting for the 
departure of the Russians to march upon Con- 
stantinople."’ 

Piacus at Bucnarestr.—Recent accounts 
from Bucharest announce the death of Lieuten- 
ant Genegal Zeltuchin, President of the Divans 
of Moldavie and Wallachia. The plague was 
carrying off 30 or 40 persons a day, but the wea- 
ther having become cold, it is hoped that its ra- 
vages would cease. At Jassy, from 40 to 50 die 
daily. 

Ex.ract of « private letter of the 18th Oct. 
feom St. Petereburgh:—** On the 12th inst. the 
ship of the line Pultava, 84 guns, was lauached 
from the new Admiralty ship yard in the pre- 
sence of the Emperor. At the same time the 
heel of @ frigate, to be called Leghi (Light) 
was leid down. On the 15th, dis Majesty went 
to the ship yard of the Grand Admiralty, to wit- 
ness the lauach of the 8t. George, 110 guns, 
the heel of which was laid down in December 
last. This vessel ie built of oak, and combines 
the advantage of Sir. R. ‘s and 
that ef Reberteon. In the same ya , the heels 
of twe frigates ef 44 guns, the Proverny and the 
Popesehay were laid down on the 12:h.—Up to 
the [Oth inst.

Yesterday morning, at about two o'clock, a 
fire, which been productive, not only of the 
destruction of constderaute property, but also, 
it is to be lamented, of the sacrifice of human 
life, broke out on the extensive premises of Mr.

Mr. Gunnery replied (hat the defendant had 
then given great proofs as to the custom of 
merchants. e had called Mr. Ward the Mem- 
ber for the City; The maneging clerk of 
Messrs. Masterman and Co., and the other per- 
sons of the most extensive business in foreign 
bills, who all agreed that the general custom 
was to present such bills in Lo . 

Lord Tentreapen.—Yes, if the helder re- 
sided in Londen.

Lord Tentreapam.—It was to be regularly 
protested, ‘and refused when due.’
